Convicting the 
Real Criminal 


An extraordinary trial 
Omaha, Neb., the other day. 


The Nebraska Christian Youth Council 
brought charges against adult society on the 
grounds of “ignorance, selfishness and in- 
difference to the needs of youth.“ , 

The trial was held before the chief jus- 
tice and two associate justices of the State 
Supreme Court. And a jury of six prominent 
Nebraskans, with Governor R. L. Cochran 
as foreman, handed down a verdict of guilty 
on three of five counts. An Associated Press 
dispatch states: 


“The jury found society guilty of fail- 
ure to provide opportunity for employ- 
ment, failure to provide constructive use 
of leisure time and failure to provide prep- 
aration for marriage and home life.” 

Thus this jury has: fixed the blame for 
the missteps of youth where it properly be- 
longs: on society—capitalist society. 

The Daily Worker has recently published 
a number of articles showing that economic 
and social conditions are the chief factors in 
producing juvenile delinquency. A case in 
point are the two Newark girls, 17-year-old 
Genevieve Owens and 20-year-old Ethel 
Strouse Sohl, who last week confessed to the 
holdup and murder of a bus driver. 


“If I had a good job, this thing would 
never have happened,” Edward Owens, 
father of Genevieve, told Art Shields, Daily 
Worker reporter. Owens works from mid- 
night till noon and has to support a family 
of seven children on $20 a week. 

The complete elimination of the economic 
and social causes of juvenile delinquency is 
possible only under Socialism. (Think what 
a marvelous job the Soviet Union has done 
in rehabilitating thousands of the bezpri- 
zorni—the homeless waifs!)

If there is anything blue along the Danube 
these days it must be the Italian fascist dele- 
gation at the. Budapest conference of the 
Rome Protocol powers. Mussolini had enter- 
tained high hopes that Austria and Hungary 
would immediately tag after Rumania and that the 
Rome-Berlin-Tokio triangle would win a sure Balkan 
base. Those hopes have been dampened. The con- 
ference has become a polite formality. 

The Nazi and Italian Fascist press originally saw 


lini’s drive against Ethiopia, the 
loosely for “economic and cul- 
tural” collaboration. Rome

- ened up by military subordination 
to the Fascist triple war alliance. 
What could be a better time, 
reasoned Rome, than following 
Rumantas Fascist rampage and 
Yugoslavia’s closer relations with 
Mussolini? 

“Active support for the Rome Protocol is dwindling,”

What brought about these reverse trends for Fas- 
cism in the Balkans? How does it occur that the 
Balkan situation in its totality, reckoning Fascism’s 
gain in Yugoslavia and Rumania, still balances up 
against the triple Fascist alliance? 


The Balkan antagonisms have been heightened by 
the hasty Pascist action in Rumania. Hungary and 
Austria see the doom of their national independence 
in a strengthened triple Fascist alliance. 

Instead of inspiring these two usually sympathetic 
small powers with the towering strength of Fascism 
in the Baikans, the Rumanian and Yugoslavian 
episodes have emphasized the instability and potential 
weakness of Fascism in the Danubian basin. 

Every politician in the Balkans knows that the 
overwhelming majority of the people in Rumania and 
Yugoslavia is hostile to the Fascist foreign policy of 
their governments. Moreover, France and England 
lost no time in taking full advantage of this situation, 
though the Tories did it to apply a brake to Fascist 
aims in the Balkans rather than to halt the Rome- 
Berlin-Tokio objectives. 

Mussolinis proposals for extension of the Rome 
Protocol didn't sound so inviting to Austria and Hun- 
gary, whose government ministers are more detailedly 
informed than Wall Street and the City in London 
of the catastrophic economic conditions and financial 
chaos facing Mussolini as a result of the Bthiopian 
adventure and the Spanish intervention. 


Nobody, perhaps, so much as.mentioned Teruel at 
the Budapest conference. But the significance of 
Teruel—a defeat primarily for Italian FPascism—was 
written all over the gathering. 


„ 

Those who both counseled and predicted betrayal 
of the Chinese people's struggle for national inde- 
pendence have their complete answer now. The “con- 
quering Japanese government is in the stage of one 
of its most acute crises as the result of the resounding 
rejection by Chiang Kai-shek with the full support of 


The ultimate in Japanese strategy, beginning with 
the Lukouchiao incident, envisaged no campaign: be- 
yond Nanking, because, unless Japan had an oppor- 
tunity to consolidate and cash in on its present “gains” 
its victory must become transformed into the greatest 
danger to Japan's fascist-militarist rulers. 

No one knew this better than Nazi Fuehrer Adolph 
Hitler. He, too, counseled “peace” to Japan no matter 
how little the consequent gains for Tokio. Who is 
more dissapointed, Araki or Hifler, will be a question 
for future historians. But Japan now becomes the 
weakest angle of the Fascist war triangle. Hitler 
wanted Japan to preserve its full strength for war 
against the Soviet Union as well as to hold the United 
States at bay. 

Japan cannot now stand stil] in China. Her 
Frankenstein war machine demands an ever-enlarging 
field of activity, a gigantic gamble with the world 
odds definitely against Japan. Just a little item: 
When Tokio resorts to robbing the Chinese coolies of 
their copper coins to meet the shortage of the metal 
at home the situation must be becoming bad indeed. 

China is learning swiftly. The world is about to 
see a new type of war. It will not be merely the 
repetition of tho spectacular guerrilla warfare of the 
Americans in the early days of 1776, nor the brilliant 
partisan fighting of the Russian Chapayevs. There is 
being organized guerrilla fighting of 450,000,000 people 
directed by a central, united overnment with modern 
arms. Considering the size of the country and the 
extent of the guerrilla warfare it will not be very long 
before these vast separated detachments will be massed 
into a Chinese People’s Army for the final offensive 
fighting.

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Sluggers Take 
Cut at Dead 
Ball’ in Test 


Pole Pill with Ferver, 
But Admit 
Difference 


BALTIMORE, Mad., Jan. 11 (UP). 
—Several of baseball's eminent 
sluggers took informall cracks today 
at the new “dead ball” which the 
National League will use this season 
and all of them agreed there was 
a noticeable difference between it 
and the so-called “rabbit” ball of 
the American League. 

While 400 shivering fans and of- 
ficials looked on from the frigid 
confines of Oriole Park, nine hit- 


ters took swipes at both pellets and 
had varying reports to make. 

Among the sluggers who took 
turns with both pellets were Jimmy 
Foxx of the Boston Red Sox; Chuck 
Klein, Philadelphia Phillies, Charlie 
Keller, Newark Bears; and Bill Cis- 
sell and Ab Wright of the Orioles. 

Although all agreed there was a 
noticeable difference between the 
balls, some were conservative in 
their opinions. Fans in the grand- 
stand remarked they could “hear” 


the difference when the bat met the 
dead ball. They said the sound was 
sharper when the lively ball was | 
smacked solidly. 

Foxx, oddly poled several over 
the fence when he faced the dead 
ball but failed to get the lively ball 
out of the infield 

“There is a distinct difference in 
the sound,” Foxx said. “The lively 
ball has a sharp crack when hit 
soundly. The dead ball doesn’t jump 
as much when hit but it will ride 
far when one connects with a solid 


: “You can feel a 
spring in the lively ball which isn’t 
in the dead one. It’s like hitting a 
loose drum and then thumping a 
tight one.” 

Keller, who hit several drives into 
the bleachers with the lively ball 
and who had little success with the 
dead ball, said he “didn’t care which 
ball they used.” 

Frank Shaughnessy said he 
noticed a sharp difference. ' 

“I think some of the old time, 
inside baseball will return with the 
dead ball,” he said.
